Theſe are Examples of Heathen Princes, 

For Chriſtian Kings , Conſtantine the firſt 
Chriſtsas Emperor deſerveth here to have 
the ficſt place : , Exſeb14s hath written no 
leis than four Books of his life , wherein by 
very many inſtances he declares, how fig- 
nally and frequently this good Emperor was 
by the Divine Hand prote&ed , God al- 
ways by ſome means or other diſcovering un- 
ro him the plots, and defeating before him 
the power af his enemies , and crowning all 
his enterpriſes with Victory. Let us gather 
ſome few Ears out ofa full Harveſt : This 
Prince was bred up in his youth ( like another 
Moſes in the Court of Pharaoh ) in the Court 
of Drocleſian, that cruelleſt of Perſecutors , 
who. obſerving in him the early Byds of Va- 
lour and Seeds of Vertue , at firſt very paſſo- 
nately loved him ; but obſerving him to 
oain from th2 people more efteem and honor 
than himſelf , his exceeding love'turned into 
exceſſive hatred, ſo that he ſecretly ſought his 
life. Conſtantine, Nutu Det, as the Hiſtorian

puiffant King of Sarmatia, dreaded at that 
time by all hs neighbour. Princes, -and here 
he hoped both to be freed from him, and al- 
ſo to give .a good account to his Father of 
of him , when he ſhould ſhow him his ſon 
dead in_the Bed of Honor ; but Conſtantine 
warred proſperouſly againſt the Sarmatian 
Kine, routed his Army , took himſelf priſo- 
ner, and brought him to Galerizs , who to 
his grief ſaw , that he had raiſed Conſtantine 
in endeavouring to ruine him. Many other 
ſnares did he prepare for him , till Conſtantine 
to free himſelf from them , was fain to for- 
ſake his Court, and return to his father into 
England, Thus was he undermined , thus 
divinely preſerved before he came to the 
Empire : and after , his danvers and delive- 
rances were as oreat: Firlt , Maximiman 
marries his daughter unto him , intending 
to make uſe of 'her as a Dalilah to betray

Husband, and bewrayed 'unto him the falſe- 
n2's of her perfidious Father. Afeer this , he

The Lawt. All Kingdoms have ſevere Laws 
againſt Rebellion, and refiſtance of Soveraign 
power ; t i high Treaſon to attempt any 
thing againſt the Perſon, Life , Cramn, or 
Dignrry of the King. And here the Laws of 
men, 28 they are grounded upon , ſo they ate 
exaQtly agreeable unto the Law of God, 
binding (as that) the Hand , the Tongue, the 
Heart ; *tis Treaſon to aR avainſt the life of 
the King , 'tis treaſon to ſpeak againit the ho- 
nor of the King; nay , 'tis treaſon, and pu- 
niſhed with death if diſcovered , to conceive 
any thing in thoupht or purpoſe avainſt the 
King , yea, if it have-been never fo much ce- 
pented, Bode to this purpoſe writeth thus ; 
He that hail itn his thing ht to afſault the life 
of his Soveraign Prince , s atjuiged guilty of 
death , though he have never ſo ſerzonſly re- 
penteder, There was a Gentleman of Nor- 
mandy , who confeſſng himſelf to a Frier , 
ſaid, That it was once 1n his thoughts to have 
killed King Francs , but he had repented 
himſelf of that wicked purpoſe. The Frier 
oxve him Abſolutidn , but acquainted the 
King therewith , who ſent himito the Parlre- 
ment at Paris. there to betryed:, Where he 
was condettin'd to die , and accordinely exe- 
cuted.

Majeſtie's ſpeeches , and: undaunted re- 
ſoluteneſs , that they gave him a little time 
to breathe., and means by calling in his ſer- 
vants , to ſave his.life , who as toon as they 
knew by his voice out of the window their 
Maſter's danger, they were by a ſtrange Pro- 
vidence led to the place, and by a magna- 
nimous ſpirit enabled againſt many difad- 
vantaves ,, both of place and number , to de- 
fend and fave the King , and to deſtroy and 
vanquiſh his enemies.

Fabricius 
abhorring ſo unwortiy a villany , with his 
Collegue Emilie, ſends ſpeedily to the King, 
and diſcovers unto him his danger ; th2*Copy 


.of the Letter being ſhort, but worth the 


reading, I ſhall here inſert , C. Fabricins and 
Q. Emnlins, the Conſuls , to King Pyrrhus , 
health : © Thou ſeemelt not to- be: happy in 


' © thy judement, neither of thy friends, nor of 


© thine enemies ; for by reading theſe our 
© Letters thou ſhalt knovv , that thou warreſt 
© aoain(t 900d and honeſt men , and confideſt 
©inevil men and perhidious, , We let thez 
© know this, nat for thine-own ſake, or 
© that we ſeek thy favour; but left the 
© treaſon intended againſt thee ſhould , if it 
© take, raiſe a calumny againſt us, and the 
© world ſhould think , when we could not 
© conquer thee by force , we would unler- 
© mine thee by fraud and treachery. Pyrrhwus 
by theſe Letters diſcovered the treaſon of his

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Phyfician, gave him the reward ofa Traitor , 

and was ſo moved with the noble carriage of 

the Roman Coruls towards him, that to ex- 

preſs his gratitude , he freely releaſed their 

priſoners, and ſeat an Embaſſador ( though he 

were at that time a Conqueror) to treat with 

them of a peace. Thus we ſee, a Prince may 

owe, under God , for his life and ſafety , to a 
brave and noble enemy.

ber vindicem,, Cod: alone can chaſtiſe him.

I wonder that any who call themſelves Chri- 
ſtians , 'dare endeavour to elude David's ex- 
ample, or after ſuch ai example defend re- 
fiſtance of Soveraign Power. David himſelf 
was an annointed King, at leaſt annointed to 
be King , yet durſt not touch him that was 
aQually King. Saul was certainly a Tyrant , 
David had unqueſtionably a righteous cauſe , 
and had opportunity once and twice to have 
cut off Sax/, yet dares not touch him , and 
but for cuttine off the lap of his garment , hzs 
heart ſmites him; he would not hurt him him- 
ſelf, he would not ſuffer his Soldiers to hurt 
him; and this not out of tenderneſs of heart, 
but with a, God forbid, and, Who can be guilt- 
leſs ? All that can be ſaid is this , that David: 
raiſed a Guard of Soldiers for his owa de-. 
fence; but did Sawl or any of his Army loſe 
the hair of a head by David , or any of his 
followers ; and Certainly , David's being an= 
nointed to be King was his warrant. for his 
guard , otherwiſe to have had-ſa much as a

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guard had been utterly in a meer Subjebt un- 
warrantable, David then, both- by his words 
and a&tions , hath fully determined this que- 
Rion, and written with a Sun-beam this Con- 
clufion , That no injury, no tyranny, no oppreſſt- 
on, no wrong , whatſoever , how great ſoever , 
can jnſtifie the reſiſtance of Sabjetts againſt 
Soveraign Kings, And David himfelt hav- 
ine fallen into thoſe moſt foul and fearful 
fins of Murder and Adultery , after he was 
aQually King , the manner of his Confeſſion 
is very obſervable , Againſt thee , thee onely 
have I ſinned : he had finned againtt Bath- 
fhrela, in violating her chaſtity ; he had finned 
avainſt ria, in thedding his innocent blood; 
he had finned againſt the Chnrsh , in bring- 
ing {candal upon Religion ; he had ſinned 
againlt the enemnes of the Church , in cauſing 
them to blaſpheme : yet confefſing his fin to 
God, he mentions none of theſe, but, Againſt 
thee, thee onely habe I ſinned ; therefore doth 
he ſay he hid finned againſt God onely , be- 
cauſe to God ozely hz was accountable for 
his ſin. The Apoſtles lived under the moſt 
fierce and furious Tyrants the earth ever bore, 
yet ever pray for them, and command 
others to pray for them ; were ſubje& unto 
them » and command others to be ſubject $ 
did not reſiſt againſt them, and forbid all 
others upon. peril of damnation to reſiſt. 
The Anttent Church followed cloſely the 
precepts and praiſe of the holy Apoſtles ; 
Tertullian tells us, Apud ſertam noſtram

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| accids licet, oecidere nos licet ; Chriſtians may 
| warrantably ſuffer, cannot lawfully refiſt ; and 
ſince the Jeſwites ( reproaching what they 
ſhould admire , and imitate the Saint-like pa- 
tence of the Primitive Martyrs) do object , 
( and I'miſhit had been they onely that objett 
:t ) that Deerant wires, it was their weak- 
neſs and want. of power , not want of will 
that kept them from reſiſtance z they. have 
anticipated this objeCtion , Deeſſet nobis vis 
numerorum & copiarum ?

1 ſhall here lay before veſt " 
you two noble and memorable examples to PP" 
this purpoſe, the one Antient , the other Mo- 
dern ; the firſt is of the T hebane Legion,ſeven 
thouſand in number , all Chriſtian Soldiers , 
under the Army of Aaximmian the 
Heathen Emperor ; he commands the Army 
to offer ſacrifice to the Heathen gods , this 
Legion refuſes , but dares not reſiſt , but to 
decline the Emperor's diſcontent they re- 
move their quarters ; he renews his com- 
mands , they humbly renew their denial, 
telling him they dare not to obey him diſobey 
God , fot whoſe ſake they had been, andever 
would be, his faithful ſervants : The Emperor 
puts them to a decimation , they ſubmit with 
cheerfulneſs , praying for their Mun: 
e 
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He lays his commands upon the remainder to 
ſacrifice, they follow the noble example of 
their followers, and alſo humbly refuſe ; 
whereupon they are all put to death without 
the leaſt reſiſtance. The Commander of this 
Chriſtian Legion Mavritizs, could not con- 
tain his joy, for their invincible conſtancy in 
the faith, and incredible patience under per- 

 ſecution; How fearful was I, faith he , ſince 
armed men may be eaſily tempted to defend

ſence, demanded wherefore they came, and 

what they would ? YVacarius anſwered forall , 

We come to undergo that death which you

do any thing againſt our conſcience towards 
; God, or our duty towards you, Behold here 
the piety and loyalty of theſe Senatots, they 
had learnt the diſtin&ion of At;ve ad Paſ-

© Chronicles of onr own Countrie , call to 
© mind-ſo many rebellions of old time, and 
© ſome yet freſh in memory, ye ſhall not find 
© that God ever proſpered any Rebellion 
< acainſt their natural and lawful Prince , but 
© ſooner or later they were overthrown. 
This is the DoEtrine of the Scriptures, of thz 
antient Church, of the Engliſh Church ; the 
contrary is the Doctrine of Jeſuites and De- 
vils. Kings muſt not be flattered , but faith- 
fully reproved for their faults, and humbly 
admonithed of their duties, and earneſtly 
ſupplicated 
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ſupplicated to do juſtice ; this 1s the xe. plus 
wtra of Subjets. If Kings turn Tyrants;, 
muſt Subje&s turn Traitors > muſt we ne- 
ceſſarily be wicked becauſe our Prince is 
bad > .We ſhould conſider that the benefits 
of Order and Government , do infinitely pre- 
ponderate the evils of Tyranny , but no be- 
nefits accruing from violent ſubverſions of 
Government , can baHance the evils of Re- 
bellion; if the Lols,of Goods, and Eftates , 
and Liberttes be repatrable, the loſs of Lives, 
and of Souls (multitudes of which are loft in 
Civil Wars) are irrepairable. Beſides , Who 
can hope .here on earth fora Plato's Com- 
mon-wealth, or an Utopian Kingdom , free 
from all injuſtice or 1inconvemences ? and 
what if that we judge amiſs and unequal , be 
thought juſt and equal , by men as wiſe, as 
oood as our ſelves ? and thoſe who would 
have Kings accountable to, and cenſurable 
by their tubje&s, let them come home and 
begin with their own Families ; will a Maſter 
vive Way that his Servants , a Father that his 
Children , when hz does amis, or they think 
ſo, ſhould corre& him, chaſtiſe him , and de- 
prive him of his Deſpatical power ? Surely 
that God that hath commanded Servazxts and 
Children to be ſubjett to thair Maſters aud 
Parents with all fear, nat onely to the good and

Bonifac, and violations of Order and Civil Saciety , 
Comit. - for Sobriety, Honeſty, Chaſtity, Loyalty , are 
the gift of God , and cannot be enforced ; 
ſhall therefore Drunkards, Tmeves , Adulte- 
rers', Murderers , Rebels be tolerated , and 
not puniſhed > They tell us further , The 
Magiſtrate cannot bind the Conſcience ; He 
goes not aboutit , but he may compel to the 
oretward worſhip of God ; There is a ſervant of 
God under the Goſpel, that mult compel them 
to come it ; the Miniſter is not that ſervant, 
he may uſe the Word , bat not the Sward : 
It remains then , that. th? Magiſtrate muſt 
compel. But , Compmulſion-is a Perſecution ; 
but 1f to God's true Worſhip , it is a bleſſed 
perſecution , anda faithful execution of God's 
will, and many have thereby been perſecuted 
to heaven. As Anguſtize tells us,Cum Hippo 
St Auz.Fp, tota efſet in parte Donatt , ad unitatem Catho- 
28, licams, tinmore temporalium legums converſa eſt. 
.- When the whole City of Hippo were Dona- 
tilts , they were converted to th2 Catholick

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- unity by. the fear of . the temporal: Laws. 
But 'here I would not be nuſittiderſtood ; 
when .I plead againſt a Toleration,, Imean a 
Toleration of drvers. Religions, of Profeſſions, 
diverſe 1» ſubſtantial and fundamental points, 
andin the publick, meſoy of God; a liberty 
in Circumltantials and Opinions , not de fide, 
in thoſe who are of the ſame Faith and Re- 
ligion, ' ſo long as by Schiſm they endanger 
not the peace of the (hurch , nor. by wadati- 
fulneſs diſturb the peace of the State , may, 
and by Scripture-grounds I humbly | con- 
ceive, ought to be indulged to: ſober Chri- 
ſtians , and may well confiſt with: Unity and 
Reformation. Here alſo is required-in. the 
Magiſtrate (inthe matter of: compulſion: to 
the true Worſhip of God, and: corre&ion 
of erronious perſons) abundance of Prudence, 
Piety , -and Moderation , to diſtinguiſh of 
errors and erroneous perſons ; of what alloy 
the errors are , of what quality the perſons , 
whether they be R:ng-leaders with Korah , 
or led away n ſimplicity of heart, as the fol- 
; lowers of Abſoloms ;;' . that according- to. 
St. Jude's counſel , of iſome they may have 
compaſſion, making a difference ; and com- 
pulfion ſhould be the aft means. Monendo 
prizes quam Minando. Means of Conviction 
ſhould be firſt uſed, [that the offendors them- 
ſelves -may ſee , that. thermſelves force the 
Magiſtrate to »ſeforce; and that as; a Chy- 
rurgeon launcing,the 1wonnd , he tenders the 
health and ſafety of the-Patient.

Some few. particulars do not invalidate 
a general Rule. The reaſons why God hath 
permitted Kingly Majeſty to be violated in 
ſome Princes , I may not poſitively ſet down, 
they are beſt known to the Divine Wiſdom, 

Good Kings may be cut off for the pu- 
niſhment of a wicked people, for the caſti- 
gation of their own fins , for their deliverance 
from the evil to come , God ſnatching them 
from a Temporal to give them an Eternal 
Crown ; from a Corruptible , to an Incor- 
ruptible Kingdom ; and as- one well faith, 
He that looks not on this as the better of the 
two, deſerves neither. God hath highly ho- 
nored ſome Kings with a Crown on eatth , 
with a Crown of Martyrdom at their death , 
and with a Crown of Glory after death, 
And for wicked Kings, when they break the 
Law of Gods precepts, he doth ſometimes 
permit the Lay of his Providence to. be bro- 
ken for their puniſhment ; but though in Ju- 
lice he permit it, he doth not approve that 
the worlt of Kings ſhould be touch'd or vio-

Richard the Third, who murdered Henry Sir Rich. 


and meeknels, that, as one ſaith, he was fitter 
to be a Prieſt than a Prince , and to be a Sa- 
crifice than be a Prieſt, and who could not 
chuſe but die a Martyr , who all his life had 


been a Confeſlor ) after he had added murder. 


to murder , and lain the two ſons of his bro- 
ther Edward, for whoſe ſake he had flain Her- 
77, and uſurping th Crown, had reigned but 
two years and two months , he was ſlain at 
Boſworth , his body ftript and left naked to 
the skin, was taken up and truſs'd behind a 
Purfivant, being laid upon his Horſe like a

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Calf, with his Arms on one fide , and his legs 
on the other, all beſprinkled with mire and 
dirt, was brought to Leiceſter , and lay for 
ſome time a miſerable ſpe&acle , and after 
was in an homely manner interred. That 
deſperate Wretch Facob Clement , who killed 
Hexry the- Third , of France , himſelf was 
murthered preſently in the place, and:ſo ſhort 
4 time he enjoyed his villany, that he lived 
not icarcely ſo long as to breathe, after he 
had taken away the King's life. For Rawill:... 
ack_, the horror of his execution may for. 
everbe a terror to all Aſſaſſinats. and Parri- 
cides, and had it not been for ſo foul a fat , 
it had been to be pitied and lamented ; he - 
was broughr out of priſon in his ſhirt , with 
a torch lighted in one hand, and the knife 
wherewith he had murthered the King chain'd - 
in the other ; he was carried in a Dung-cart 
to the place of Execution, and had been 
torn in pieces by the peoples rave, had not 
the Officers reſirain:d them; bein brought 
to the Scaffold he was bound to an Engine of 
wood, his hand, the immediate Inſtrument 
of the Murther, was put in a furnace flaming 
with fire and brim{tone, his. breaſts, the 
brawn of his arms and thighs , and the calves 
of his legs, were pluck'd off with burning 
pincers , out of -other parts of his body they 
cut off colops of fleſh , and burnt them be- 
fore his face , pPourins into his wounds ſcald- 
ing Oyle , Rozen, Pitch, and Rrimſtone 
melted together : A roundle of. clay. was 
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ſet upon his navel, having a hoſe in the midſt, 
into which they poured molten lead;and after 
all theſe torments and tortures, the ver 
Images of Hell, he was tornin pieces wit 
wild Horſes ; his father and mother vere 
commanded. to depart the Land, and never 


to return, his brethren and kinsfolk enjoyned 


to take another name : his goods were for- 
feited to the King , and his houſe where he 
lived beaten down. - Other examples many 
more may be added of God's judgments 
againlit Regicides, Tie Senators that fab'd 
Ceſar , every one of them ſtab'd themſelves 
with the ſame Poniards. Magnentine, who 
not onely diſloyally , but moſt'ungratefully 
took away th: life of Coxſtans the Empe- 
ror ( who before had ſaved. his life , covering 
him with his own Purple from the violence 
_ of the Sqldiers ) had a ſpeedy Guerdon for 
his Treaſon , for he was ſhortly after over- 
come in Battel by Conſtantizs the brother of 
Conſtans 5%andflying to Lyons, after he had 
put to death idiverſe of his friends whom he 
ſuſpeRed, deſperately murdered himſelf, it 
being not poffible that he ſhould die by a 
worſe hand than his own. Exgenins and Ar- 
gobaſtus, who being confederates in treache- 
ry, ſlew the Emperor Valextimay , the one 
of them ſhortly. after {lew himfelf, being 
not able to endure life nor light, which ever 
upbraided him with his crim2 : The other be- 
ing taken by Theodefous , as he lay proſtrate 
at his feet was flain by the Soldiers. Orho 
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68 The Royal Guard, or , 
rebelling againſt Galba , and uſurping the 
Empire , after ninety. five days reign flew 
himſelf : And YVicellzzs, who rebelled againſt 
Otho , being apprehended by the Soldiers , 
aud Gee £29 his hands bound behind him, and a halter 
— put about his neck, and a ſword with the ptfint 
minutiſi- upwards put under his chin, that his face 
mis 1tti- might be ſeen of all ; ſo was he led through 
bus exCar= Rome a ſpeRacle of ſcorn, and having en- 
mificais. dured many indignities , he was atthe place 
in vit, Of publick Execution hewed in pieces , and 
that with the leaſt blows they could give for 
his greater torment. Domnian , who pol- 
ſon'd his brother Tiras , ( that ſweet Prince, 
who was wont to ſay , - That none ought to go 
ſad from the ſpeech of a Prince ) was flain 
by his own. wife and neareſt friends with 
{even wounds, whoſe death was ſo acceptable 
to the Senate , that they diſgracefully abuſed 
his carca{e, caft down his Arms and Images , 
and all remembrance of him being forbidden, 
his body was carried to the graya;by Porters, 
and buried without any funeratchonor. The 
Emperor Henry the Fourth , though a moſt 
magnanimous Prince , having fought above 
ſixty ſeveral Battels, a great lover of his 
Country , and a moſt tout Defendor to thz 
lait (indeed the laſt Defendor) of the Ma- 
Jeſty of the Roman Empire, notwithſtand- 
Ing his valour and many vertues , had many 
enemies and underminers even among his 
own ſubjeRs ; but none of the Authors and 
Abetters of ſeditious counſels again(t the 
Emperor,

Vengeance ; the Eccleſiaſtical perſons , the Chron. in 
Popes and Biſhops , were either ſlain in Bat- #4 Hen- 
tel, or otherwiſe puniſhed ; and the politieal © 24977. 


Princes of the Empire were many of them 
ſlain , and many of their Families were ex- 
tint , and their principalities and inheri- 
tances fell to others ; and to particularize 
onely in thoſe who were his moſt eminent 
Adverſaries, no leſs than two Popes, and four 
uſurping Emperors fell 1n thts conſpiracy ; the 
Popes were , Urban, and Hildebrand, that 
prondeſt of Popes, a very Antichriſt , being a 
Necromancer, a believer of Dreams and Di- 
vinations, and an Apoſtate. This Hildebrand 
was depoſed , and condemnzd by.a Councel 
at Br;x:4, baniſhed, and died in baniſhment. 
The uſurping Emperors were Rodulph Duke 
of Swevia, who was overthrown , had his 
right hand cut off, and was wounded to death 
in a battel,with the Emperor. Harman Prince 
of Luxenbarg , who was ſ!ain by a woman 
with a ſtone caſt from a Wall. Eghert Mar- 
- of Saxony, who flying into 2 Mill , was 
there ſlain by the Guard of the Emperor. 
Conrade the Emperor's ſon , Who alſo was 
ſoon diſpatch'd by an immature death. Jt is 
very memorable what is reported of the firſt 
of theſe Uſurpers, Rodulph , that after the Bat- 
tel, and being at the point of death , his right 
hand which was cut off being brought unto 
him , in thepreſence of many Biſhops which 
F 3 Were 
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were about him, looking upon his hand, he 

ſpake theſe words , Behold this hand, ts 1s it 

whereby 1 confirmed my faith promiſed to 

the Emperor , by my Oath; this anevi- 

dence of my violating that Faith by your in- 

ſigation ; ths I have loſt , by fighting with it 

againſt my-Lord. Iam going tomyFathers 

Retarn ye , and make good your farft Oath 

to your Lord and Prince. All theſe, the Em- 

rar living , ſaw fall for riſing againſt him.

The Emperor Char/s the Fourth making 
War againſt Philip Duke of Auſtrich, agreed 
with three of his Captains for a great. ſum 
of mony, to {irike fear into their Prince , and 
cauſe him to retire and fly ; which they did , 
and came to the Emperor for their reward : 
He ſends thzm bags tull of Duckets , but all 
counterfeir. They complain to the Emperor 
againſt his Treaſurer , thinkins hz had de- 
ceived them. The Emperor looking upon 
them with a Romans countenance, ſaith unto 
them , Villains that ye are, get ye to the 
Gallows, there to receive the reward of your 
Treaſon ;: your diſloyalty hath deſerved this 
payment, falſe work, falſe wages. In the 


Hiſtory of the Turks , we read of Selim the - | 


Sultan , that by threatnings , preſents , and 
promiſes , he procured a Few that was a Phy- 
fician , to poiſon his father Bajazer ; which 
as ſoon as he had done, he cut off the Jew's 
head, ſaying , That upon the firſt occaſion, in 
hope of gain, he would not ſtick to do the 
like to him. Memorable to this purpoſe is 
the ſtory of the Sultan Solyman , who cove» 
nanted with a Rhodian to deliver up the 
Ie unto hint , upon promuſe to give him his | 
daughter int marriage. After this ſervice done, 
the Emperof preſents htm his daughter richly 
adorned, and magnificently attended , and 
tells him his wife the ſhould be according to

all the Commandments of both the Firit. 


and Second Tables , thewing how they are all 
and every of them broken 'at once by Re- 
bellion. The Komanrs for a long time would 
not enact any Law againſt Parricide , for thar 
they judged 1t impotſible that any ſhould be 
ſo unnatural to commit Uuch 4 crime as t5 
kill their Parents ; What a crime then, how 
unnatural, to attempt the life of th2 commer 
Parent of the Common-wealth , and the 
»erſing Father of the Church ? But hoot 
enforceth me to take up my trembling Pen, 
no word, as I have ſaid, is fit enough to ſpeak 
the namezno words full enough to deſcribe the 
nature of ſo portentous and prodigious awick- 
edneſs. With which,vho fo doth ſtain his = 
©

doth bring a dreadful guilt upon his Con- 
ſcience, which 1s the 
2d, Conſws Second Conſideration. Every fin wounds 

the Soul , but this deſperately wounds it, and 
ſtrikes it to the very heart. The ſpirit of a 
man may ſuſtain his infirmities , but a wounded 
conſcience wha can bear ? A guilty conſcience 
is a perpetual Erynns , a very Fury , an an- 
ticipation of Hell it ſelf. How many , to 
eſcape the hands of a tormenting Conſcience, 
have laid violent hands upon themſelves ? 
chufing to adventure upon the future pains 
they fear , rather than to endure the preſent 
horror they feel. Achitophel , after he had 
been treacherous to his Lord and Maſter Da- 
vid, out of the conſcience of his crime hang'd 
himſelf. Jdas, after he had been treacherous 
to his Lord and Maſter Chriſt, out of the 
tzrror of his conſcience became his own 
Judge , Jury , Witneſs, and Executioner. 
Polidire Virgil writes of Richard the Third, 
that the night before Beſworth-field, in which 
he was ſlain, he had a terrible dream , he 
thought all the Devils in Hell, in hideous and 
ugly ſhapes, haled and pulled him in pieces : 
1d credo non fmt ſomnium , ſed conſciex- 
tia ſceleram; This I believe ( faith he ) 
was not a dream , but the conſcience of his 
—— crimes. The guilty conſcience, ſaith St. Aw- 
Fr. 45. £%/ine, flies from the field into the city, from 
| the city to his houſe, from the open rooms in 
his houſe to his ſecret cloſet , and behold he 
finds his enzmy where ever he flies him, 
for 
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for himſelf is his enemy , and whither can he 
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fly from himſelfe > The galled Soul, faith'an- Biſh. Hal, 


other, after the wont of ſtick Patients, ſeeks 
for refrelhment 'in variety , and after many 
turnzd and tofſed fides , complains ſtill of 
remedileſs and unabated torment. A guilty 
ſoul, if h2 could fly from himſelf , might 
have ſome hope of eaſe 3 but he can never 
want Furies io long as he has himſelf : 
And what if he could run from himſelf> his 
ſoul may fly from his body, his conſcience 
cannot fly from his ſoul , nor his fin from 
his conſcience, Perhaps conſcience may for 
a time be ſeared, cauterized , filenced, di- 
verted by pleaſures, company , and other 
entertainments ; but it will ſooner or later 
return and recoil ; it will ſpeak, cry , roar , 
and, hike a Lion, tear the guilty in pieces. 
A good conſcience is a heaven upon earth , 
a guilty conſcience is a hell upon earth; then 
a 200d conſcience, nothing better , ſweeter ; 
then an evil conſcience, nothing worſe or 
more dreadful : | And he that conſpires againſt 
th? Lord's Annointed , carries ever- about 
with him the very worſt of evil conſciences. 

Thirdly, Next to the loſs of a goo4 Con- 
ſcience, is the loſs of a good Name, and if 
any thing can make the Name to rot , and the 
memory execrable, 'tis this execrable crime. 
There are ſome that are prodioal of their 
lives, and that are not afraid of fin and guilt, 
that are yet afraid of ſhame. When the 
Milefian Maids, ftimulated by 1 know not 
what 
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what. deſperate Fury , did many 'of them 
make away themſelves, nothing could re- 
claim the reſt from. following their example , 
but threatning to expole their naked bodies 
to their ſhame , in the publick view of all; 
And I have heatd y that nothing could reſtrain 
the Freach from Duelling, but the hanging 
up the: piſtures and effigies of Duellers upon 
the cenumon Gallows. If thenthe fin, and 
ouilt, andpunilhment of Diſloyalty cannot 


move, let the ſhame work : Cornt Julian the 


Spaniard may be here a notable pretident , he 
hadin revenge indeed of a great wrong done 
him by King Roderick,, who had deflowered 
his daughter , betrayed his King and Country 
to the Moors; but being taken and lain , he 
bath. ſet upon his Temb this eternal Monu- 
ment of his diſloyalty : © Curſed be-the fury 
© of Fulian, for it was too reſolute , and his 
© malice, becauſe it was irreconcilable : His 
© fury forced him beyond reaſon., his indigna- 
© tion made him (well, his wrath carried him 
© headlong ; he forgathis Oath, remembred 
© not his Religion, mad2 no accoun tf God , 
© was cruel toward him{elf, a murderer of his 
© Lord, anenemy.to his own houſe, aptague 
* to his Country, an offence to all. His Me- 
©mory ſhall be bitter in every-mouth, and 
© his Name infamous for ever, - A goodly 
Mojmument- for a Betrayer of Jis Country. 
O who would not abhor ſuch a:crime , which 
makes ham ſo abhorr'd ?- Who: would commit 
ſucha ſm, to purchaſe ſuch a ſhame 2- The 
Lays 
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it is hard to judge which is the greater ; be 
who is convicted and condemned of Treaſon, 
hath his Judgment to be drawn from his pri- 
ſon to the place of execution , as being un- 
worthy. to tread any more upon the earth, 
and that backward, with his head downward, 
for that he hath walked retrograde to nature : 
he is hanged up between heaven and earth , 
as being unworthy of either; his privy-parts 
are cut off, as being unprofitably. gotten, and 
unkit to leave any generation after him ; his 
bowels. and entrails burned, which had- in- 
wardly contrived ſuch borrible Treaſon ; his 
head cut off., which had plotted the miſchief ; 
his body divided and quartered , for that he 
would have. divided and: deſtroyed his Coun- 
try ; and hung upon the principal Ports of 
the City , that his Name and Body might rot 


| * together, With terror I relate this ſhamefal 


and dreadful puniſhment z O that any ſhould 
be. ſo forſaken of God and all goodneſs to 
deſerve it-! Wouldft thou leave behind thee 
the name ofa Rawlhack,, an Achitophel, a 
Fudas, a Faux ? Oentertain not the thought 
ofſuch a wickednefs, which will never ſuffer

and proportionate puniſhment of Rebellion,

we have heard it from Gods own. mouth , 
Roni-13.2 Thoſe that reſiſt ſhall receive to themſelyes 
damnation. 1 have told you, that Commen- 
tators generally reſolve the puniſhment of 
both, judgment temporal here, and condem- 
nation eternal hereafter ; and you ſhall ſee it 
not more truly then ſadly cleared. Hear, and 
fear, and wonder. Moſes will before-hand 
Comment on St. Paul, and tell us what he 
means by damnation ; when Corah, Dathaz , 
and Abiram rebelled againtt Moſes and 
Aaron, thz Lord declared his wrath againtt 
them , and ſhewed how highly he was in- 
Numb. 6 cenſed : The ground clave aſunder 5 and the 
31,32,33. earth opened _ mouth and ſwallowed them 
up, and they and all that appertained unto 
them went down.alive. into the pit ; and ſurely 
the loweſt place in the bottomleſs pit , is the 
place for Rebellious Mutineers againſt So- 
veraien Authority ; this , the foule/? of fins , 
ſhall have the fearfulleſt of torm:nts. Dam- 
nation 1s the meed of Rebellion; and what is 
Damnation >? The Lord grant that I-and you 
may never know what it is; but” we may 
gueſs what it is by thoie terriblz names where- 
byit is deſcribed, The bottomleſs pit , fire , 
a lake of fire and brimſtone, everlaſting burn- 
ing, where the worm never dieth, and the fire 
never us conſumed ; a place where is weeping , 
and wailing , and gnaſhing of teeth for ever- 
more ; the place of outer darkyeſs , the ever- 
laſting fire prepared for the devil and his 
anvels, 
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angels. O who can dwell with devonring fire ? 
who can endure everlaſting burning ? But [ 
ſtay tos long upon this ſad ſubje& ; Conſi- 
der this all ye , into whoſe hearts that Arch- 
Traitor the Devil would infuſe diſloyal and 
unfaithful thoughts againſt your Superiors ; 
Will you hft up your hands againſt thoſe for 
whoſe defence God's ſpecial arm ts ſtretched 
ont ? Will you break through all thoſe 
Guards he hath ſetupon Princes > Cannot 
God's Commands conclude you ,, his Threat- 
mngs terrifie you , the examples of hs dread- 
ful judgments be examples unto you ? Dare 
you break the Bozd of the Laws , the Obliga- 
1101 of your ſacred and ſolemn Oaths ? Can the 
Majeſty of Soveraignty nothing ave you ? 
Dare you violate that which God will have 
Sacred? Dare you attempt upon|thoſe, whom 
God hath called by his own Name ? wnveſted 
with his ewn Authority ? Dare you wrong 
thoſe whom hz hath ſet to preſerve your 
right, and vindicate your wroug ? Will you 
deftroy thoſe upon whom the ſafety of whole 
Kingdoms depends and relies? | Can your 
hearts endure to mnrder the Fathers of your 
Country ? nay, the nurſing Fathers of God s 
Church ? O dare not to attempt , dare not to 
at, dare not to conceive ſuch a crime , 
which will charge your conſcrexces with fin 
and guilt, your perſozs with death, your 
name With deteſtation, and your pret:ous ſouls 
with etzrnal damnation. 
The lat Point onely now remairs , which

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is by way of Corollary, and Concluſion 
from thele Premiſes , humbly to ſet before 
Kings and others their reſpective Duties ; 
coniequential upon this peculiar Providence 
of God over Soveraign Princes, 

1. Infer. Since God hath to peculiar a Providence 

to Kingt. for Kings, this may let them ſee at once 

their ſtrength, and yet their weakneſs ; their 
power ,, and yet their impotency : their 

{trength in God, their weakneſs in them- 

ſelves ; their power, in that they have ſo pe- 

culiar a ſalvation ; their impotency , in that 


they have need of ſo ſpecial a protection.” 


Their - weakneſs and impotency in them- 
ſelves thould make them humble in them- 
ſelves ; their ſtrength and power from God, 
ſhould make them couragtous and confident 
in God.

s the height of humility. Magna virtus eft 
hum:l:tas honoratu , ſaith St. Bernard, True 
humility is that which hath more of honor , 
leſs of the ſenſe of honor ; high birth, emi- 
nent placz , flattery of followers , Soveraign 
command , th2 luſtre ofa Crown , and the 
rays ofa Diadem, are too apt to dazzle the

ther this elation be to Princes more dange- 

rous, or they to it more obnoxious. Nebs- 
chadnezz.ar may here be an inſtance , 7s not Dan,g. 3+ 
this ( ſaith he, admiring his own greatneſs ) 

er Babylon , that I have bmilt for the 

ouſe of my Kingdoms , by the might of my 
power \ _ for the honor of may Majeſty ? 

But his pride is preſently humbled , to teach 

him himſelf, God turns him out of himſelf, 
and to let him knoy that he was a man, he is 
by the divine Juſtice baniſhed from the So- 
clety of men among the beaſts of the field. 
Agrippa accepting that blaſphemous Accla- 
mation of the people , and ſuffering himſelf 
to be called a god, ceaſed preſently to be a 
»an , and by the juſtice of God his arroganr 
vanity was puniſhed by the baſeſt vermin 
| He was eaten up of worms , and gave up the gg, ,. 
' ghoſt. Nay, not onely evil and vicious Kings, 

But oodly and gracious Princes have been 
ove*come with this vanity , and puffed up 

with pride, £o true it is,that there 1s no humi- g,,g;,s 
lity ſo great , Which is not ſometimes tickled jx 2 Sam. 
and touched with the ſweetneſs of glory. Then 2 4- 
David who more humble , whos more lowly , 
who ever made ſuch expreſſion of his difh- 
dence in himſelf, and his confidence in God ? of 
I will not truſt in my bome , it is not my ſword _ oe * 
that can help me. I ans a worm and no man. 
There 1 no King ſaved by the multunde of 
an hoſt, Yetwe find David himſelf pufted 
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up with the multitude of his hoſt , the num- 
bers of his Subje&s and Soldiers ; and not- 
withſtanding he was diflwaded by his Ofh- 
cers, he muit have them numbred : but his 
Curioſity colt him dear., he loſt of their num- 
ber ſeventy thouſand men in three days by the 
Peſtilence. Highly commendable therefore , 
and by all Princes imitable 1s the example of 
King Philip of Macedon, who being very 
potent, and much more puifſant than his 
Anceſtors, leſt his ſncceſſes ſhould cauſe him 
to forget himſelf , he cauſed his Page every 
morruns to knock at his chamber dore, and 
to cry aloud three times, Remember , O 
Philip , that thou art a mortal man. Put no 
ſtory can atford usa better preſident than our 
own Chronicles , of one of our own Kings , 
Canutzs, Who by a memorable a&t convinced 
his fauning Alatterers , who uſed to tell him 
his power Was more then humane, beirg at 
Southampton , he commanded that tis Chair 
of State thould be ſet upon the ſhore , when 
the Sea began to flow, and fitting dewn in 
the preſence of all his Nobles , he thus ſpake 
to the Sea , I charge thee that thou preſume 
not toenter my Land, nor wet the Robes 
of thy Lord. But the Sea deaf to his me- 
naces, ſwels with ics beating waves, ard 
firſt wets his feet, and by degrees begins to 
r1j2 higher and wet his garments. Where- 
fore ſudJenly riſing, he thus ſyake in tte 
hearing of them all, Ler all the worlds 1;- 
habitats know , that vain, and weak # the 
power 
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power of Kings . and none & worthy of the 
name of a King , but he that keeps Earth , 
Heaven, and Sea in obedience, A moſt wor- 
thy patte mm in a Prince, of a vertue the 
molt beſeemine a Prince, Humility.

He that coin- 

mands over Kingdoms , that mult oppoſe 

himſelf to forreion enemies-, chaſtile of- 

fending ſubjects , and kzep whole Na- 

tions In awe and under due ſubjection , 

had need to have a great ſpirit , a heart 

undaunted. And how can they want ſuch 

a ſpirit, who in all their |lawfull atchiev- 

ments do- hear God ſay unto them, The rg 0 , 

Lord ts with. thee , than mighty man of 
* 3 valour, 
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valor, It is aid of Edward the Fourth , 
That no man was ever more doubtful when 
he was in ſafety, no man more confident 
when h2 was in danger ; and this was the 
oreund of his confidence, that before Bat- 
tels, h2 ever uſed to make his prayers to 
God , and after Victories to give him 
praiſe. Then indeed can we: onely think 
our ſelves ſafe , when we rely: upon , and 
have commended our ſelves unto the Dt- 
vine Prote&tion. But though being ſo di- 
vinely preſerved Princes may be conragioms, 
yet may they not be preſumptuons ; not 
preſumptuous of their own ſtrength , not 
preſumptuous of God's ſtrength : - Becauſe 
God 1s (o careful , themſelves (hould 'nor 
therefore be careleſs of their ſafety , nor 
make themſelves too common. The Per- 
[ian Kings, out of ſtateline(s , or timorouſ. 
neſs, or both, would never be ſeen of 
their ſubjects ; Princes ſhould be ſeen, and 
would of their SubjeRs, but ſeen as Princes, 
not unguarded, or unattended , 'le{t they 
court their own ruine, and invite Afaſſh- 
nates. ' David, by too oft, -and too far ven- 
turing, had like to have been loſt: Joſiah 
was loſt, ſo was Julim Ceſar, whoſe con- 
fidence was his confuſton , venturing with- 
out his Guard to the Senate-houſe , though 
fore-warned by many entreaties and pre- 
ſages, That ARtof Edward the Third de- 
ſerves at once the cenſure of being both 
highly heroick, and hugery raſh ; His Go-

Ma- 
jeſty and Piety are not inconſiſtent, Great- 
neſs and Goodneſs make a- happy Con- 
jun&ion in Princes; and if they did con- 
ſider it, 'tis Grace and Goodneſs that 
Greatens their Greatneſs, Exobles their No- 
bility, and adds a' Lyſtre to their Majeſty. 
O that Kings wouſd remember , that as 
holy as high Title God hath given them 
of Gods , it would oblige them to be like 
God, who is Optimus & Maximus , ſunmus 
& ſumme bonus ; both moſt Great and moſt 
Good : How will they anſiver to that Name, 
if they imitate not God in W1{dows, Twuſtice, 
Mercy, and Holineſs ? Of all men, Princes 
are moſt engaged to ſerve God, becauſe 
God hath placed them in that moſt high 


- condition ; th2 beams of his favour ſhine 


molt bright in their Crowns and Scepters , 
he ſets them in his own ſeat of Authority , 
inveſteth them with his own Robe of Maje- 
ſy , armeth them with his own Sword of Ju- 
ſtice, ſupporteth them with his own Scep- 
ter of Power, and graceth them with his 
own Style of Deity. The good or evil 
of a Magiſtrate is not private or- perſonal 
to themſelves onely, but hath a publick and 
univerſal influence upon their whole King- 
doms.

The Perſian flatterers told 
their King , That all things were lawful for 
Kings ; but 200d Princes think nothing law- 
ful but what is juſt and noble, Imperio 
magnus Rex exemplo major , The examples 
of Kings have the force of Laws, and as 
themſelves. have a Soveraignty over the 
perſons , fo their ations have a kind of 
*overaignty over th2 manners of their Sub- 
' jets. They cannot ſuffer an Ecclipſe, bur as 
| Suns. They carry all their vices, as Hz.21iah 
his Leprofie , in the.r fore-heads, When 
Abab was lame in the Worthip of God, all 
Iſrael#haltezd between God and Baa/, The 
vices and infirmities of Princes will be 
| - imitated as well as their virtues ; nay, will 
i be imitated as wertues. Dionyſins his 
| Courtiers feigned themſelves pur-blind , 
becauſe he was fo ; the e/frhioprans having 
a Prince that limped , maimed themſelves 
in on2 foot , left they ſhould have a more 
eraceful gate than their King ; Ph:1;p being 
woundged in the eye , Cliſophrs his Mimon 
claps a patch upon his eye, as if he had 
been wounded alfo ; Sabina Poppea a ftrum- 
pet, whom Nero ragingly loved , had hair FO 
yellow like Amber , whereof he made |; -* 
{ich reckoning, that he ſung Verſes in praile xzedjeae.

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of it to the Harp; hereupon all the daugh- 
ters of Rome defired very much to wear 
that colour in their Dreſſes , Bracelets , 
and Artires ; and Amber, which before was 
not valued, grey very dear , becauſe Nero 
oreatly eſteemed it.. How circumſpect 
ſhould Princes be of their actions , Which 
have ſo general an influence > Therefore , 
as ſaith D#«Tillet , before all other things , 
the King ſhould have ſpecial care to ſee that 
his Court be* maintained in all godlineſs 
and and vertue ; for if the Court be re- 
formed, the Country will be conformed 
accordingly : contrariwite, if the Prince and 
his Court be vitiouſly given, his ſubjeats 
will abandon themſelves to the imitation of 
their vices. God preſerves not Kings ſo 
tenderly for pride , pomp, luxury , and diſ- 
ſolution ; no, if they will be intent upon the 
cauſes and ends of their preſervation, they 
are, as we have heard., that being God's 
Vice-gerents, they ſhould rule for God, that 
they ſhould prote& the good , and punith 
the criminal ; that they thould defend and 
preſerve their Kingdoms in Juſtice, Honor, 
Peace, and Happineſs ; that they ſhould 
preſerve the Church in Truth , Piety, and 
Order ; finally , that they ſhould rule accor- 
ding to the Laws , not according to their 
Luſts-; that as Kings they ſhould govern 
according to the Laws of their Kingdoms , 
and as Chriſtian Kings according to the 
Law of Chriſt, 

And 
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And now every Reader will prevent 
in his own thoughts what I am- about to 
ſay , and refleting: upon his Sacred Ma- 
zeſty , will readily conclude , that while I 
have been ſhewing whata King ought to be, 
I have ſhewn what owr gracious King ts ; 
and yet what a gracious King he is who is able 
to ſhew ? Such are his Royal endowments 
and Princely vertues, that no Pen hath 
eloquence enough to deſcribe them, and 
yet ſuch Royal endowments and - Princely 
vertues are able to infuſe eloquence - into 
any Pen. No ſubje& who hath any thing 
of Ingenuity and Loyalty, will think | 
fatter ; nay, none can think it poſſible here 
to flatter. Where ſhould I begin > For Hu- 
mility , Patience , and Refignation to the 
Divine Providence ,. he hath been for 
many years a continual Miracle ; What 
Ship would not {o many Storms have ſzzk.? 
nay , what Rock, would not have been rent 
in pieces by ſo many waves fo long beat- 
ing - againſt it ? and that I fay not what 
Prince , what private Perſon hath endured 
ſuch indignities with ſucha temper > And 
yet his Wiſdom and Prudence hath ftriven 
with his Humility and Patience, in ſuit- 
ing his Comportment to his (ondition ; (0 
that in his Exile, though he were #o where , 
et he was every where himſelf a King : 
For his Courage and Magaanmity , the 
many Battels he' fought ,- and thE frequent 
dangers he waded through , are moſt preg- 
| nance 
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| nant proofs of his invincible Spirit, His 
Mercy and Charity he hath manifeſted, yea, 
magnified not onely to his II_E 
Subjeas , ( the beſt of which had bzen ob- 
noxious to his Juſtice) but alſo to his moſt 
Rebellious enemies, in ſo full, free, and 
general a Pardon, that, no, Age can ever 
Parallel ; which hath not onely merred, 
but w#e/ted his peoples hearts, and cannot 
but mollifie and worke penitency in all 
hearts, who have not abandoned all ſenſe 
of Duty, and Loyalty, and Chriſtianity. 
Cettainly thoſe (ho have oppoſed him , 
can never foroive themfelves, till thzy have 
made ſome fignal demonitration of their 
oratefut Reſentment of ſo hich a Forgive- 


neis. For his Juſtice and Care of the good | 


Government of his People , the many ex- 
cellent and wholeſome Laws ( never ſo many 
mad: in ſo ſhort a time) fince his Reſtoring 
to his Throne Enacted, are, and will ever be, 
perpetual Records and laſting Monuments. 
Laſtly, which is the Crown of all , for his 
Piety, he hath been, as to perſonal piety , 
4 Royal Confeſſor , conſtantly profeſſing an4 
perſevering in the Reformed Religion, and 
being faithful to the true faith , under all 
his perſecutions , againſt all temptations, in 
all thoſe Countries and Kingdoms of a 
contrary Profeſſion, where he hath been 
enforced to converſe, no Air {o peſtilent 
as to infe& his Chaſt Soul. The fruit of 
which Chriſtian fixedneſs he nov begins

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happily to reap , finding the Lord faithful 


in that precious Promiſe., Truſt 1 the Lord, Pal, 37. 
and do good , ſo ſhalt thou dwell in the land. 3,5, 6- 


Commut thy way unto him \ truſt in him , and 
he (hall bring it to paſs. He fall bring 
forth thy righteouſneſs as the light \, and thy 
judgment as the Nyon-day. Firſt or laſt it 
will be ſeen, that thoſe that hanor God, God 
will howor. And for his Piety as a King, the 
Ccar2 of the Church he makes his care, the 
intereſt of Religion his intereſt ; witneſſes 
hereof are his Reſtoring and Re-eftabliſh- 
ing the Doctrine , Government , and pub- 
lick Liturgy of our Church ; for all which 
we have been the glory of all the Reformed 
Churches: And what doth he not do , what 
care, what pains doth he not take to take 
up quarrels , and to compoſe differences , 
adding to his Title of Defender of the Faith, 
the Preſerver of the Peace of the Church. 
All theſe reſplendent Kays, and bright Beans, 
ſhining in, and refleCting from , this Glo- 
rious Sw# , rifing out of the Sea of many 
Afflitions, and enlightning and enlivening 
this now again happy {land , do denominate 
him, what a. noble Peer in the name of all 
the Peers, at his firkt happy appearance in 
our Horizon, doth deſervedly ſtyle him , 
Carolo Magne Major; I rmay add, Conſtantio 
Magno, non Minor; Greater then the greateſ# 
Charls , not inferior to the great, and good, 
and gracious Conſtantive. But whether doth 
this iweet Argument carry me?

be moſt ungrateful, moſt ungracious, if we

be to joyn a Feet of Clay, and a Body of Mor- 
ter, to a head of Gold. 

2. Since God hath ſo peculiar a Provi- 
dence for Kings , and hath made them Sa- 
cred, -it is the duty of ſubordivate Mag:- 
ſtrates, Julges, Juſtices , Who are learnedin 
the Law , and do diſtribute Juſtice unto the 
People, to make plain unto the people the 


Laws which provide for the King's tafety , 


and to make known unto them their duty 
of Allegiance and Subjetion, and let them 
fee how foul and fearful a crime it 1s, and 
bow ſeverely puniſh'd by the Law, to riſe 
up or rebel, to plot againſt the Life, Honor, 
Crown , or Dignity of their Soveraign Lord; 
they cannot inculcate this Duty too often , 
they cannot preſs it too home ; and now 
eſpecially fince the people have been taught 
( what without any Teacher they are too apt 
to learn) to deſpiſe and: to efteem meanly of 
Kings ; they ſhould undeceive them , and let 
th:m know , that the King is a Perſon: $4- 
cred, Invefted with Soveraign Majeſty , and 
Supreme Authority ; and therefore all Horor, 
Obſervance, Allegiance , an1 Obedience is 
cue unto him , as Cod's Vice-gerent and 
Immediate Deputy. Andfince of late there 


hath been coined a DiſtinRion, as Ground- 


leis 


— — 
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leſs as Dangerous , Separating the Officer 
from the Ofhice , Dividing the King's Per- 
ſon from - his Power , and teaching us , that 
War againſt the Perſon of the King 1s not 
refiftance of the lngher Power , but War 
againſt his Authority onely ; a diſtinion 
which, as one faith too truly ,, hath created 
Bella pluſquam Crvilia , divided, and almoſt 


. confounded and deſtroyed us all. Magiſtrates 


ſhould let the SubjeQs ſee, that they are ſub- 
ject to the King's Perſon as well as to his 
Power , to his Perſon becauſe of his Power ; 
and that , though his Perſon» and his Power 
may be diſtingniſhed , yet they cannot be 
divided ; though his Power may be where his 
Perſon 18 not, yet his Perſox can never be 
without his Power , nor his Perſ92 injured, 
but his Power is violated. The Law calls it 


Trealon to compaſs the King's death , which *5 £49-3- 
certainly muſt be meant of his Perſon , not © ** 


of his Power and Authority divided from 
his Perfon ; becauſe Regal Authority never 
dies in Ezgland. The Oathes of Allegiance 
and Supremacy, and the late I roteſtation, do 
all bind us to the Kings Perſon , the words 
are ſo expreſs , that thzy cannot be eluded by 


-any colourable gloſs, they are not ca- 
pable of any evaſion ; 1 A. B. do atterly Oath of 


teſtifie and declare in my conſcience , that the : 
King's Highneſs 1s the on:ly Supreme Gover- 
nor of this Realm — — And I do promiſe ,

Call in Authofity to the contempt and in- 
© juries of .the baſer ſort of the people , for 
© when diſcontented it is very obvious for

<{etting their Office afide, will take liberty 
© to beat their Perſons , and that the Magi- 
© ſtrate is not at all affronted if the Man be 
© ſoundly beaten. It is againſt common 
« ſenſe to put ſuch a difference between the 
© Perſon and the Authority of the King ; for if 
<itwerereal , neither Cod-, nor the Lays

'vilit'd and trampled upon fince the Su- 


preme Majeſty hath been violated, all eyes 
have ſeen. It concerns Magittrates therefore 
very nearly, in regard of the King's honor 
and ſafety , and-even in refernce to their 
own honor and authority , to teach the Sub- 
je& his Duty to his Prince , that he owes, 
and ought to pay due allegiance to his Per- 
ſon, that he ought to give him obedience as 
his Supreme and Soveraign Lord ;- that he 
ought to defend him. with his life and for- 
tune , but nzver upon any the moſt ſpecious 
pretence to riſe up or reliſt againſt him; as 
they. would not incur the guilt, and crime , 
and name, andpenalty , of the higheſt Trea- 
ſon, and moſt hzinous Rebellion. And fince 
to the immortal praiſe of the King's race 
and clemency , his Subjects are ſafe by an 
AX of Indempnity, it would be but a due 
expreſſion of gratitude in his Subjects to 
make him ſafe, by offering to him an AQ of 
Security , inhibiting all reſiſtance againſt his 
Sacred Perſon, as ell as his Soveraign Au- 
thority,upon any pretences whatſoever, Civil 
or Religious, by any perſons whatſoever , 
whether in ſingle or united capacity. 

3. AS Magiſtrates ſhould teach the peo- 
ple the Law of the Land, ſo Mimnfters ſhould 
teach them the Lay of God: which. com- 
mands 


mands all ſubje&ion, forbids all reſiſtance 
of Kings and thoſe in Authority. Thus all 
God's faithful Miniſters, both under the Law 
and under the Goſpel have taught , thus all 
th2 Primitive Fathers, thus all Proteſtant 
Paſtors, thus, in a word, all but Jeſuites, and 
thoſe who in this point are perfealy J2- 
ſuited. I ſpeak to thoſe whoare wiſe , and 
knowing , and therefore need not inſtance 
in particular Scriptures. I may truly and in 
a good ſenſe apply to them the words of 
Ahab's Meſſenger , though by him Aatte- 
ringly ſpoken to Micajah , Behold now , the 
words of the Prophets declare good unto the . 
| King with one mouth ; let your words , I pray 
7ou, be like their words, and ſpeak. that which 
z5 good; And ſurely ſo muſt we ſpeak, if we 
reiolve with Mcajah to ſpeak what the Lord 
in his Word ſaith unto us. Pur them in mind, 
ſaith St. Pawl to Titze , andin him to all Mt- 
niters, to be ſubjett to principalities and * 
powers , to obey Aduatlbans Miniſters 

ſhould be the peoples continual Monitors , 
to mind them of their duties to Magiſtrates ; 
thiy are apt to forget them, therefore we 
mult remember them, and re-mind th2m. It 
is well worth our obſervation , that though 
th: Apoſtle's main work was Heaven , yet 
they are very ſollicitous to ſettle our quiet 
upon earth , by enforcins Obedienc2 unto 
Government ; and *tis as well worth our 
obſervation , when this charge 1s given to 
Titus , tocharge Ob2dience upon Subjects

Certainly the Apoſtles, had 

they been Fifth-Monarchy-men , and had 

they known it tobe God's will , that the 
Kingdoms of the world ſhould be plucked 

up to ſet up the Kingdom of Chriſt , thoſe 

who had converted. ſuch infinite numbers

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to Chriſt throughout the whole world , might 
with the aſſiſtance of thoſe numbers, which 
would have readily obeyed their leaſt com- 
mands , have perſecuted and pulled down 
their Perſecutors , and have rooted out all 
Heathen Magiſtrates , and worldly Princes , 
and needed not to have ſuffered themſelves , 
nor would have taught their followers to ſuf- 
fer all ſorts of affiiions, indignities, and 
cruelties, for the Kingdom of Chriſt and his 
Goſpel. Let us therefore conſcionably preach 
and preſs upon our people the duty of Sub- 
jeion , Loyalty , and Chriſtian Obedience 
to Kings and Rulers , eſpecially to our ſo gra- 
cious and righteous a King, And let us preach 
our Dorines over again by eur examples , 
and be unto our people a pattern of Subjzecti- 
on, Loyalty , Chriſtian and Cheerful Obe- 
dience. Let notus who. call our ſelves 1/- 
raelites go to the Philiſtines Forges to frame 
helliſh Arguments , for reſiſtance of that 
Authority, which God will have ſacred and 
inviolate. Let it onely be taught by Jeſutes , 
That Princes for Tyranny or Herefie may be 
reſiſted, depoſed, murthered. For us, as we 
have learn'd, ſo letus teach from a better 


School , that agamſt a King there is no riſing 
up Letugteach Chriſtians that moſt Chri- 


ſtian diſtintion of Afive and Paſſive Ohe- 
dience, And though under the happy Govern- 
ment we now live,we have cauſe to be ſecure, 
that if we do well we cannot ſuffer ill, yet, Bo- 
num facere  malum pati Chriſtianum + To 

do 
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do well,& to ſuffer evil for wel-doing,is truly 
Chriftian. And as I have ſaid for Magiſtrates, 
ſo for Minifters, itis now, ifever, a ſeaſon 
to preach obedience and reverence to Au- 
thority , ſince Authority hath been of late 
ſa much deſpiſed and oppoſed. The Apoltles 
and Primitive Bithops taught obedience to. 
Heathen Emperors , and ſhall we teach diſo- 
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bedience to Chriſtian Kings? they durſt not 


teach to reſiſt the perſecutors, of the faith , and 
thall we teach to reſiſt the Defenders of the 
Faith > Hear Tertwll:ay in the name of the 
whole Church , * With hands fpread abroad , 
© becauſe innocent ; and bare-headed, becauſ:

* not aſhamed, we are always prayino for all 
© Emperors , that God would grant th2m a - 


© long Life, a happy Reign, a ſafe Houſe , 
© Victorious Armies , a faithful Council, a 
< loyal people , and a peaceable world. Let 
us {o pray, let us ſo preach ; let us not by ſe- 
ditious Do&rines enkindle rebellion in the 
hearts of our people , as we would not diſ- 
leaſe God, diſhono: the King , dettroy the 
tate, diſturb the Church , and headlong our 
ownand many thouſand precious. ſouls into 
the pit of etzrnal perdition, :

your ſwords. againſt your King, which he, and 
none but he , can put ints your hands ; to

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uſe the ſword without the King , is to make it 
the ſword not of War , but of murder ; what 
is it then to uſe 1t agathſt him > The Roman 
Soldiers then degenerated, and loſt the glory 
of their vertue and valour , when they pre- 
ſumed to ſet the Empire to ſale, and upon 
any diſcontent to. murder their Emperors. 
Chriſtian Soldiers ſhould hear another Leſſon, 
Todo wrong to uo man , much leſs to do Wrong 
to their King. When the Captains of Da- 
vid would have killed Saul , being in their 
power, he rebukes them , repreſſes them with 
a God forbid, Who. can ſtretch out his hand 
againſt the Lord's Announted , and be gult- 
leſs ? Know ye, if ye fight againſt the king, 
ye fight againſt God. Remember that never 
to be forgotten Example you have heard of 
the Thebane Legion + 1 could ſhow you ma- 
ny Examples more of Chriſtian Soldiers , 
that durſt never ( though never ſo much pro- 
voked) reſiſt or turn their Arms againſt their 
Emperors ; when they commanded any thing 
aoainſt Piety, they indeed refuſed, but never 
reſiſted, but ever ſuffered. This indeed is true 
Chriſtian valour , I would have all ſoldiers 
ſo valiant, as to dare not to obey unjuſt com- 
mands, and not to dare to rebel again(t 
their Commanders. I ſhall give you here 
at once, andin one Army, a double example, 
the one of high fidelity in ſoldiers to their 
Prince and General, for your imitation ; an- 
other of baſe perfidiouſnels, for your caution; 
they are both to be ſeen in thz life of Eume- 

nes, 
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nes, one of Alexander's Captains, to whom 

after his death, in the divifien of the Pro- 

Vinces , Cappadocia and Paphlagonia fell : 

When the Captains of his enemies , ſeeing 

and feeling his power and valour, had diſ- 

pers'd papers in his Camp, promiſing a hun- 

dred Talents, and great honors, to him that 

ſhould ſlay him , His Macedoman ſoldiers , 

out of love and loyalty to their Prince , and 

out of hatred and deteſtation of that baſe and 
barbarous deſign of his enemies , ſo treache- 

rouſly to take away his life , agreed , that a 
thouſand of them ſhould be his conſtant 

Guard, to march with him by day, and watch 

with him by night ; a brave aCt of faithfulneſs, 

which purchaſed them from Emumenes an 
honorable reward , and will perpetuate them 

an honorable name to all poſterity. The other 

1s an example of as great baſeneſs and trea- 

chery as this was of faithfulnzſs and loyalty, | 
and it was to the ſame Emnmenes by another ®5yvg«- 
part of his Army, called, The Silver Shields ; 99: 
theſe perfidious men , unworthy the name of 
ſoldiers , falling ſuddenly upon Emmenes , 
took away his {word , bound his hands be- 
hind him , and delivered him up to his ene- 
my Antigons ; an act (though for no cauſe 
to be excuſed) for the poorneſs of the cauſe 
moſt highly aggravated ; it was this, Exmenes 
had beaten and worſted Antigone his Army, 
but Aztigonus had gotten Ewmenes his Car- 
riages : theſe S:ver-ſhields covenant with An- 
tigonus to deliver up Enmeves unto him , 
upon 
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upon condition , that he ſhould reſtore their 
Carriages and baggage unto them. Emumenes 
obtained leave to ſpeak a few words unto 
them before he were delivered, and words 
they were that would have charmed treachery 
it {elf into duty ; becauſe they are but few , 
it ſhall not be tedious to relate them: ©*O ye 
© unworthy the name of Macedonians, could 
* Antigonus have ereted ſuch a Trophey 
© over you, as your ſelves have eretted over 
© your ſelves by betraying unto hum your Em- 
© peror ? Is it not in ſoldiers unmanly , and 
* beyond all expreſſion ignoble, when Vidtors 
©and Conquerors, to confeſs themſelves 
© Conquered for the loſs of their Baggage 
© and Carriages 2 Andas if your Victory con- 
* fiſted in your Carriages , and not in yout 
* Arms, baſely to beg your Baggage of your 
* conquered enemies , and more baſely in ex- 
© change for them to betray and deliver up 
© your Captain ? For me, I am a Conqueror 
© though Ted bound by you , who having de- 
© feated mine enemies , am deftroyed by my 
© fellow-ſoldiers. But T, by military Jove, and 
© all the gods that obſerve ſacred Oathes , ad- 


T jure you, that here you flay me; for hows . 


* ever Ibe faid to be ſlain by you, dead T ſhall 
©*dz, and Antigonzs will not blame you , but 
© commend you, fince he rather defires to ſee 
© Eumenes dead than alive. But if with your 
© own hands you will not kiff me , Iooſe bur 
© one of my hands and the deed is done ; but 
©1f your 9wilt dare not truſt me with a ſvord , 

© at 
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< at leaſtexpoſe me bound as I am to be de- | 
© troyed by the Elephants ; either of theſe 
*if you ſhall do, I pronounce you innocent , 
© and thoſe who have dealt moſt nobly and 
© faithfully with your Emperor. Theſe words 
wrought upon the melted hearts of many of 
his ſoldiers , but thoſe who had bound him 
cryed out , Let us carry tim away ; which 
they did, unto Antigone , Who ſhortly after 
put him to death. But that we may learn to 
abhor treachery , which being evil to others , 
1s ever Worlt to it ſelf and its Authors, An- 
tigonns, abhorring theſe faithleſs ſoldiers , as 
1mpious and unworthy proditors , delivered 
them up to Jburtizs, the PrefeSt of Aracho- 
fa, commanding him by what ever means to 
cut them off and make them away , that none 
of them might ever return to Macedonia , 
or ſee their native Grece , of which their per- 
fidiouſneſs had made them unworthy. O ſol- 
diers, obſerve with all Religiouſnefs, Faith 
and Vertue in Arms, which will never be 
long proſperous , if not managed in a good 
cauſe , and with a 200d conſcience. It is a 
caſe reſolved , that private Soldiers 1n a 
cauſe doubtful ( if not apparently bad ) muſt 
not diſpute, but do their Princes command. , 
fight for him they may in a caſe not abſolutely 
clear , but fight againſt him they may not in 
any caſe, for any cadſe : Arms are never to be 
employed againſt Soveraign Authority. Let. 
therefore no promiſes or rewards corrupt 
your Loyalty ; let it be your firſt viftory 
t9 
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to conquer your paſſions. Remember that 
though you are Soldiers , yet you are Subjects 
and Chriſtians , not Janizaries, and that 
rength of body ,. and valiantneſs of mind, 
are the gifts of God , and given onely for the 
enterprizing of noble and juſt a&tions, Sol- 
diers of all men ſhould have the greateſt ſenſe 
of honor , but he is lolt toall honor , who 
leaves to honor the Kino ; and they, if any , 
thould have ſenſe of conſcience too : 'tis a 
ſaying indeed, that #://a fides prietaſque Urs 
qu: caſtra ſequuntar, no pity or fidelity 1s to 
b: expeRed from military men; but ſurely 
none ought to b2 more tender of piety and 
fidelity, fince no men probably fo nigh their 
laſt dreadful account. All men carry a life 
uncertain and frail about them , but Soldiers 
always carry their lives in their hands', and 
mult reſolve to take leave of their lives that 
very moment they are lifted into the Wars. 
What Ariſtotle ſaid of Seamen , we may ſay 
of Soldiers, that ſo few inches are then be- 
teen . them and death, that they are to 
be.reckoned nec inter Vives, nec inter nr - 
eu0s, neithzr among the - living, nor among 
the dead. Banith then all other fears, that you 
may only fear God, and next after the fear 
of God, honor the King ; honor him with 
molt . profound . reſpet , as the lively 
Image of Cod, love him fincerely , ſerve 
him with all fidelity, lift up your ready arms 
for his proteQtion,, for whom God hath fo 
peculiar a proteRtion; fight for him , <2 for 
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him.; but dare not to fight-againſt him, nor to 
entertain the leaſt thought of diſloyalty to- 
wards him. You are, as you have heard, one 
of thoſe Guards whereby God faves Sove- 
raien Kings; be faithful to God in faithfully 
defending the King , ſo ſhall you have the 
honor to be by a double Title , The Royal 
Guard: and if you think honor alone an aery 
and empty reward , who 1s able as your 
King, who is able bat your King , to honor, 
with due reward , and deſerved compenſa- 
tion, your valour and duty ?

oerents, ſet by him , and immediately under 
him above all others., for the executing of 
Juſtice and Judgment, for the Rule , Go- 
vernment, and defence of Kingdoms, and 
the ſupport of his Church ; ſince hz hath fo 
many ways guarded them , and one of the 
beſt ouards h2 hath given them are the hearts 

of their ſubjects ; let us all that are ſubje&ts 
 learnhence, to know, and do our duties to 
our Soveraign; let us honor, fear, love, obey, 
and be ſubje& to the King, to which the Law 
of God, the Law of the Land , our ſolemn 
Oaths, andall Bonds, Sacred and Civil , do 
. mo ftrialy oblige us. *Tis moſt truly ſaid 
by our Engliſh Solomon, © That next the know- 
© fedoe of God, the right knowledge of ſub- 
©jxx&s Allegiance ,. acco:ding to the form of 
« covernment eſtabliſhed amongſt them , is 
I a 
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© 2 thing moſt neceſſary. And therefore itis 
doubtleis , that our duties to God and the 
King are ſo often joyned together in Scrip- 
ture, Andnext to the knowledge of Gad , 
and our duties to him, oar duties to the King, 
that we may not be ignorant of them, are with 
moſt fulneis and clearneſs deliveredin God's 
Word: indeed their importance is ſuch , that 
the knowledge and objervance of them, is 
the chiefe(t, if not the onely-means , under 
God, to preſerve and keep all Kingdoms in 
peace, order, and ſafety. Contrariwiſe , the 
12norance and contempt of that due Alle- 
eiance Subjz&s owe to their Prince , hath 
a th2 chiefelt, if not onely cauſe , of crvil 
wars, troubles, calamities. ; yea, of the utter 
overthrow of many famous and flourithing 
Kinodoms. TI ſhall thzrefore for a concluſion 
inſtance in , and earnz{tly exhort all ſub- 
jeRs of what rank or quality ſoever , unto 
th2fe five duties, among others., which we 
ow2, and thould withall care and conſcience 
pay , unto our gracious King his ſacred Ma- 
jeſty ; th: firit is a duty that we Engliſh tub- 
jects are at this time properly and peculi- 
atly obliged in ro our King in particular; the 
other are duties, which we and all. ſubjects do 
owe in common to our, and. all. Kings. 

And firſt, itis our bounden duty to prazſe 
God for th King, to bleſs the Lord with 
cheerful and thankful hearts, that hz hath in 
mercy preſerved our King foz us., and that 

iho ſafely unto

he hath in love reſtored our: K 
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us; thathe hath happily reſtored his Majeſty _ 
to luis Crown and Dignity , after ſo long and 
ſo ſevere a ſuppreſſion of his juſt Richt and 
Title ,. and that he hath happy and (which is 
the wonder of that happineis ) peaceably re- 
duced us under the Government of his Ma- 
Jelty, after ſo long and ſo ſevere an oppreſſion 
by unjuſt power and Tyranny. That after 
thoſe horrid and unparallel'd violations of all 
Order and Juſtice, other Lords having domi- 
101 overs , and ſtrangers ruling us with a 
rod of tron, we now With ſatisfaRion of heart , 
may own and ſee his Majeſty our native King, 
# Son of the Wiſe, a Son of the Antient Kings. 
You have heard of the high exprefſion of joy 
and gratitude from the Senate and People of 
Ronee,for their deliverance from the Tyranny | 
of CMaxentin , and the reſtoration of Con- 
ftantine ; you may read of the like rejoycing 


of the People and Princes of 1ſrael, for their » Chron. 
deliverance from the Tyranny of Athaliah, the 


and the reſtitution of Joaſh ; and ſuch and ſo 
oreat was the joy of the Grecians for their 
freedom reſtored , that, as P/utarch (a grave 
Writer)reports,divers birds flying over where 
they were afſembled, fell down to the ground 
amonelt them, the aire being ſo rarified and 
attenuated yith the cry and ſFout, that it 
could not bear them: Surely they are not wor- 
thy the name of SubjeRs, nor worthy to enjoy 
the benefits of SubjeRs , whoſe hearts are not 


affected witty joy , whoſe mouthes are not 
I 2 filled 
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filled with praiſe , for. the reſtitution of his 
Majeſty, with whom,and in whom, our Laws, 
our Properties , our Liberties, ina word, our 
Peace and Happineſs is reſtored ; it. is not 
more his happineſs that he is reſtored , than 1t 
is ours; ve could not call our ſelves Sub- 
jefts, untill we could call him our King ; nor 
could we call any thing we had owr own, until 
He were our own again; we ſhall be un- 
thankful to God, difloyal to his Majelty, in- 
ſenſible of our own felicity , if we do not 
raiſe our hearts to the higheſt pitch of praiſe 
and thankſgiving , for that we are delivered 
from thoſe Brambles , which have not onely 
torn our fleſh , but ſet us all on fire; and for 
that God hath given us again ſuch a Cedar , 
ſo,vracious, ſo good a King, that under his 
Shadow we may hope.to enjoy Truth and 
Peace, and undcr his happy and juſt Govern-

aſpiring to the Crown , contrary to David's 
Oath of S»lomon, ſhe dares not unreverently 
tax him, but witk a modeſt excuſe for him

3. To obey bums ,, and ſubmit and be ſub- 
Je&t unto him ; and this 1s too with all cheer- 
fulneſs and heartineſs., with all loyalty and 
ſincerity, not out of fear , but out of love ; at 
leaſt, not out of ſlaviſh fearof wrath , but 
out of filial fear to the Father of our Coun- 
try, and the nurſing Father of the Church ;

little Teſs than a loſs of our Religion, and of 
our tre ( when we expefted new ) Laws , 
Liberties , and Properties. But , let us be 
but once deluded, let us be no more de- 
ceived out of our duty , and cheated out of 
our obedience , by any Ons Corah , or 
ambitions Abſolomw, Remember we the 


Wiſe-man's counſel , My ſon, fear thou God p,gy ,, 


and the King , and meddle not mth thoſe that xx, 
are given to change ; meddle not with them, 
with Abxer to be their Gezeral, nor with 
Achitophel to be their Connſellor , nor with 
Sheba tobe their Trumpeter , not with Abra- 
thar to be their Prieſt, nor with th2 men of 
Stchem to be thzir Contributers , nor with 
the Congregation of Iſrael to be Approvers 
of a ſeditious Change : Meddle not with them, 
mans , with thy hand, by a&ing for them ; 
meddl2 not with them , /igua , with thy 
tongue , by encouraging them; m2ddle not 
with them, corde, with thy heart, to give ap- 
probation to them. Ther2 will be always in 
all the beſt gnvern'd Kingdoms Male- 
contents , to ſtir up ſeditionz and to end-a- 
Vour innovation ; and they will promiſe you 
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Mountains , as Cyr#s did his Soldiers , that 
every Footman thould be a Horſman , and 
every Horſeman a Captain. They will tell 
Prov. 1, You, We ſhall find all pretions ſubſtance , we 
1e,11,12, ſhall fill our houſes with ſpoil. Caſt therefore 
13,16. thy lot amongſt ys , let u4 all have one pur(e. 
But, If ſinners entice thee conſent thou not , 
walk not 1n the way with them , refrainthy 
foot from therr path ;. for their feet ;xyn to 
evil, aud make haſte to ſhed blood; Be but 
entreated to deliberate , before thou be an 
a&or in ſuch a miſchief ; and if thou wilt for- 
cet thou art a Chriſtian ( which thou muſt 
do , before thou comply with ſuch un- 
chriſtian courſes) deliberate and conlider but 
as man, and a Member: of the Common- 
wealth: The firſt moment you enter in Arms 
againſt your Soveraign Lord, \ you cut open 
the banks of the Sea, and let in an ocean-of 
miſery upon your native Country ; you de- 
prive your ſelves of the greateſt of bleſ- 
fines, Peace, and bring upon your Country the 
ſaddeſt of calamities, Civil War ; - and what a 
calamity Civil War is, we need not now be 
taught. What a bleſſing Peace is we now be- 
gin to learn, the want of it having inſtructed 
us hoy to value it ; and your defien will 
ſucceed , or not ſucceed ; if not, as it is ten 
to one it will not, Treaſon # ever treache- 
ro , ſome of your own mouthes may be- 
tray you, and though confident at firſt, timo- 
rous at laſt ; when your- caurage is cooled ,

dom do we ſee the State to aſleep, and ſo 
deſtitute of preſent {uccour upon all occa- 
ſions, that it can' want Forces to ſuppre's 
fudden Inſurrections ; ſuppoſe , 1 ſay , your 
defign ſuceed not , you fall irrecoverably , 
and that not alone , .but Corah and his whole 
houſe is ſwallowed up; your Families and 
Eſtates fall anJ perith with you. And if 
you ſucceed, and which is the worſt of mi- 
{cries , proſper in your impiety , the wealth 
and honor, the glory and booty , will be 
ſhared between, and ſwallowed up , by a few 
Ambitious perſons, thoſe of you that fall 
( and ſome muſt fall ) will die unlamented ; 
and the reſt that ſcape and ſurvive will the 
moſt of them live unregarded , and ſlenderly 
rewarded , and will ſee , when too late, they 
have proſecuted other mens intereſts.

ſoever, againſt God and man, againſt God's 
Deputies and Vicegerents, againſt Country 
and Country-men, again(t Parents and Chil- 
dren, Kinsfolks and Friends ; the breach of all 
Laws and Relations towards God and Man , 
pride, prophaneneſs, pergury, envy , wrath, 
malice, theft, murder, cruelty, rapine, ſpoil, 
and oppreſſion, irreligion , and 'nnnatural- 
neſs, are all concentred in Rebellion ; yea, 
all ſins, by all names that fins can be named, 
and by all means that fins can be committed, 
do follow Rebellion, and are found among 
that diſordered and diſobedient ſort of people. 
A man cannot conceive or believe, that it 
is poſſible for him to be ſo wicked as Rebelli- 
on will make him. Hazael, after he had 
treacherouſly flain his King and Maſter , he 
proved more vile, cruel, and bloody , than 
himſelf, when his cruelty was foretold by the 
Prophet , could poſſibly believe , 1s thy ſer- 
vant a dog that he ſhowld do ſuch things? yet 
ſuch things he did. Will you ſee what excel- 
lent perſons they are, and what worthy qua- 
lifications thoſe that the Ring-leaders of In- 
ſurre&ion would defire in thoſe , whom they 
call out to take part with them in ſedition? Fo- 
ſephis ſhall tell you in that Proclamation he 
recites of a Jewith Captain , whereby he en- 
 deavours to gather Soldiers together againſt 
the Roman Emperor : © Whoſoever liketh to 
© be rid of tus Maſter, or hath received any 
©nyury 
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< injury , and defires ta be. revenged, or that 
$ cannot abide the rule of any, or that isin 
© debate, or in fear of Creditors , or that hath 
£ ſhed innocent blood, or that lurketh in 
© ſecret for fear of the, Law; Whoſoever is 
© diſpoſed to rob or rifle , to do injury or 
© wrong, to haunt harlots, to ſteal and mur- 
© der, toeat and drink at other mens :coſt , 
© without labour of his own hands ; let him 
© repair unto me, and I will deliver him from 
© the yoke and danger of the Laws , and will 
© find him his fill of booties and ſpoils.  Be- 
hold a (ati{ize in his: colours ! a bare-fac'd 
Rebel! Will you ſee o1e with his: Vizor 
on, will you ſee him perſonate a Patriot ? 
Then look upon the holy Leaguers of France, 
they ſolemnly profeſs they are for the King , 
to preſerve his Eſtate and Crown; for God, ts 
honar arid maintain Religion , and to root out 
and extirpate Hereſfie ; for -the SubjeR , to 
maintain his Rights and Liberties. /. But ſee 
this Vizor taken off, by a notable expoſtula- 

tionof.the Hiſtorian, not unwarthy here to be 
related, but withour the leaſt refle&ion or ap- 
plication ; for I would be no Accuſer , .but 
onely a faithful Monitor to my- Nation : 
< What think you to do, © you Leaguers, for 
© God, for the Faith, for the King > | You un- 
© dertake Arms for God ,: who defires nothin? 
© butpeace.; you publiſh rebellion , he com- 
© mands obedience ; you trouble. the reſt and 
© quietneſs of a Chriſtian King , God- willeth 
© us to endure at the hand of a _ al - 
© thou! 
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< though he be a Pagan ; you do it for God , 
< whoſe Name you call upon , anddeny the 
< Power; you do it for God, who deteſts your 
< a&ions, and knows your thoughts ; you do 
<it for God , that will confound all thoſe that 
< breed confuſion among his people ; you un- 
© dertake wars for Religion, and nothing hin- 
© ders 'that more then Wars ; you fight for 
© holineſs , yet you authorize blaſphemies ,

< pretence of the Church's cauſe, and yet 
< ſpoil the Clergy, and deſtroy the Churches ; 
<youſay, this 1s for the King, if it be, where 
<1s your Commiſſions ? if for his ſervice ,

© why do. you it without him ? if for his obe- 
© dience, wherefore do you adhere to the head 
© of the League? Can you ſerve two Maſters , 
© and be bound by one. Oath to two Contra- 
< ries? Know you not that all bearing of Arms 
<is treaſon , without: the King's Authority ? 
© that- the Subje&s cannot make any League 
© without the Prince 2 Pardon me , I beſeech 
© you, noble Princes, Prelates, Lords, and 
© Gentlemen, if Itell you'that this Fortreſs

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Thus he, ButI ftrike too long upon this harſh 
ftring, Iwill ceaſe 'to ſpeak of Rebellion , 
which is the worſt of fins , as the ſin of 
Witchcraft ; and ſpeak of Obedience, the beſt 
of Duties , better than ſacrifice , ſo calls the 
Po Obedience to God , and Obedience 
to the King 1s obedience to God , ſince it is 
in God, and for God, For the Lord's ſake, *P. 2. 
Obedience I ſay, is the beſt of duties, yea, and '** .- 
that kind of obedience we worft like , Paſſive 
obedience ; for if we muſt have other vertues 
to make us Saznts, we muſt have this to 
make us Martyrs; and learn it we muſt 
againſt we need it, though, blefſed be God, 
we ſhall have no need of it , under fo gract- 
ous and righteous a Kings we now enjoy. 
Shortly thus, The lawful and juſt commands 
of the King we muſt actually obey ; this 1s by 
none denyed. But if the King command that 
which 1s apparently finfal, and againſt God's 
Commandements, then the Rule 1s , We muſt 
obey God rather than men. So Damel , he Dan.6.10, 
prayed to God daily as before, notwithftand- 
ing the King's command, that no man ſhould 
pray to any God for thirty days. But ſtill 
though we cannot obey , we mult be obedi- 
ent,we muſt not oppoſe nor refift; here paſhve 

obedience comes in , if we cannot-do the 
| King's will, we muſt, as Damel, ſuffer it; if 

we cannot perform the commandement., we 
muſt undergo the puniſhment. *© If as one 
<ſaith, Princes command any thing which 
© ſubjects cannot perform, becauſe it is _

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© againſt the Law of God, or of Nature, or in 
© it {elf impoſſible ; yet SubjeRs are bound

« refiſtance, or railing, ot reviling , and. ſo to 
< yield a paſſive obedience , where they can- 
© not exhibit an ative one : Yea, and in that 
© palſive obedience , there muſt be aQually 
© retained both fidelity free from conſpiracy, 
© although they had power and opportunity 
© for it, andpiety to pray even for their op- 
© preſſing Rulers. And truly one would think, 
that God himſelf had determined this caſe ſo 
clearly , that it ſhould be impaiſible for any 
to doubt in it. When th2 Iſraelites would 
have a King, God gives them one, and with- 
al gives them plainly to underſtand what a 
King might do, and hoy ſorely he might op- 
preis them if he ſhould prove a Tyrant ; he 
might take from them their children and ſer- 
vants, he might take from them their lands 
and goods , and, ina word , make them and 
theirs his ſervants -and ſlaves. Here's as 
oreat Tyranny as 1s poſſible, yet no r2filtance 
15 permitted, all that poor ſubjeRs may do , 
is, To cry uato the Lord in that day; as they 
cryed to God for a King , ſo they muſt cry 
unto God under a King ; lift up their hands 
they may to God, that is all , but they muſt 
not lift up their hands againſt the King ; they 
muſt ſubmit , and with patrence fuffer what 
ever extremities tis 11legal will ſhall impoſe 
upon them; and, as one well obſerves, it is to 
be. remembred, that this was at the firſt er2- 
&ton 
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ion of a King among God's people ; and all 
Scripture being written 'for our learning , 
doubtleſs this is Chronicled in God's Book 
for the inſtruction of all ſubjeRts how to de- 
mean themſelves under oppreſling Princes ; 
and moſt fitly alſo for the good of poſterity 
did God's Providence and Spirit firengthen 
this preſcription, by recording the example 
of David's carriage towards their firlt King , 
for as Saul diſcovered in part the deſcribed 
manners of ſuch a King, as Same! had ſpoke 
of; ſo David diſcovered the preſcribed con- 
ditions of ſuch a ſubje& as God approves of. 
I ſhall conclude this point with thoſe excel- 
lent and moſt Chriſtan words, which con- 
clude a worthy Tractate upon this ſubje& of 
- Obedience; fince God 1s the preſerver of 
ankind, he cannot endure Tyrants longer, 
than for the ſins of men is neceſlary. Where- 
fore the ſafeſt remedy againit Tyranny 1s 
amendment of life, and afſiduous prayer unto 
God. The ſerious meditation. upon the 
commands of our blefſed Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt , will eafily teach us our duty 
towards evil Kings , Whoſo ſhall weigh his 
Precept of loving our Enemies, will never 
dare to be an enemy unto any , much leſs to 
his Prince, He who is is prepared to pray 
for his Perſecutors, and hath been taught, that 
wrongs ſhould not be revenged with wrongs, 
will not blaſpheme the honor , nor attempt 


the life of Princes. He that hath learnt not” 


to be overcome of evil , but to overcame 
evil 
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evil with good , will never be founda Reb?! 
to his King, or a Traitor to his Country, This 
Do&rinz of Obedience, and Patience, the 
Apoſtles have taught , this the Antient Fa- 
thers have taught; and this , having learnt 
themſelves which they taught to others , they 
have patientl} ſuffered, and by ſuffering con- 
quer'd thz moſt cruel Tyrants, and have 
left us their bleſſed example ; and far more 
ſafe is it to follow their fteps, than to give 
up our faith to thoſe new Maſters of Op1- 
nons, who would teach us a DoRrine con- 
trary to Chriſt, contrary to his Apoſtles, con- 
trary to all Antiquity, finally, contrary to all 
Piety and Chriſtianity. I ſhould not ſo much 
have pleaded for Obedience and SubjeRion 
to bad Kings, fince God hath given us ſo good 


a King, butthat as the fore-named Author

ſaith, Rem eo nune deduttam vidmus, ut 
quemeumque dederis principem , altert parti 
ſubditorum ſuorum futurns ſit Tyranans., We 
have ſe2n things come to that paſs, and our 
late diviſions have made us ſo unhappy, that 
b2 our King never ſo $004, he wilbby one 
part of his Subjects be reput:d a Tyrant. O 
that our former miſerie, and our preſent mer- 
cy , may imvrint deeply in our hearts our 
duty.

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jetts. And this is the third Duty we owe our 
King, to Obey. The 

4th. Is, To Defend him : Since God hath 
ſo ſpecial a'Salvation for Kings, and one way 
whereby he ſaves them is by their SubjeRs ; 
let this Salvation be dear unto us, let us de- 
fend him whom God ſo peculiarly defends. 
If either Foreign Forces, or Domeſtick Foes 
oppoſe him, and he hath need of our defence , 
let him not wantit ; let us defend him with 
our Parfes by Tribute , let us defend him with 
our PeFfems , and lay out our /:ves for his aſ- 
filtance. He defends us, and proteRs us , and 
watcheth and careth for us ; and therefore the 
defending of him is but the defending of our 
ſelves; and fince God 1s on. the King's fide 
ſo peculiarly to defend him , ſo long as we 
are on the King's ſide we are on God's fide , 
and ſo.on the better and ſtronger fide ; and 
this ſhould the more engage and oblige us to 
this Duty, that the King efteeming the hearts 
of his Subje&s, next to the Arm of God, 
his greateſt ſtrength , hath caſt himſelf and 
his ſafety upon the hearts of his Subjects, he 
hath diſmiſſed all mercenary and formidable 
forces, and caſt himſelf into our Arms , be- 
lieving he can need no other, nor have no 
better Guard but us. Let us therefore be a 
faithful Guard unto him , and a Shie/d and 
Buckler about him ; lerus be valiant for him, 
and true to him , who hath in us repoſed his 
greateſt truſt and confidence ; let us be Una- 
nimons and -Magnanimous , keep love and 
\ E-, K unity 
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unity amongſt our ſelves, preſerve dutyand 
loyalty to our King y ſo ſhall he be ſafe , and 
we be ſafe ; our own Forces ſhall free us from 
Wat, and our own Armies and Bands keep 
us in the bond of Peace. Itwill be a perfidt- 
ouſneis beyond all expreſſion , to betray ſo 
hich a truſt ; O let us be valiant for our God, 
for 64r King , for our Country , for our Reli- 
gion, for our Lays ; let usever be ready to 
ſacrifice our lives and ſafeties for his life and 
ſafety , who zs the life of our lives, and the 
breath of our noſtrils, the Lord's Annunted. 
Laſtly, it is our duty to pray for the King, 
that God will ever give the King ſalvation , 
that he will defend him from open hoſtility, 
from ſecret conſpiracy ; that he will keep 
him #zder the ſhadow of his wings, that he will 
vive urito him, and encreaſe in him, all thoſe 
Royal oifts of Wiſdom , Prudence , Juſtice , 
Fortitude, Clemency, Zeal for God's glory, 
and Care for his Subje&ts good ; that as God 
hath put his Sword and Scepter into his hand , 
ſo that he will give him a heart touſe the 
Sword, and ſivay the Scepter, for the pro- 
tection of dutiful and g004 SubzeRs , and for 
the correction of thoſe that are evil and diſ- 
orderly ; that he may imitate the lives, and 
tread in the ſteps of Mofes, David, Eze- 


| kias, Joſias, and all godly and gracious Princes; 


that he may be a Smpport to his friends , a 
Terror to is enemies, an Honor to his Kins- 
doms , a High Pattern and a Royal' Patron of 
all Vertue ; that he may long live, andpeace- 
ably 
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ably and proſperouſly Reign ; that he may 
have farthful Counſellers, and a dwtiful Peo- 
ple, and that he and his Kingdoms may be 
mutually happy and bleſſed each in other, and 
both in Gal ; that he may bea Father'to his 
Country,and a Nurſing Father to the Church. 
Let us remember St. Paul's Exhortation , 
that firſt of all prayers , and ſupplications, and 
interceſſions, and grving of ks for all men 
be male , but eſpecially for Kings and all in 
Amnthority , that under them we may lead a 
peaceable life in all godlineſs and honeſty. Grve 
the King thy judgments , O Lord: Put thy 
fear into his Royal heart , and put into the 
hearts of his People 'the: fear of Thee and 
Him; and grant, 7 hat he kyowing whoſe Mi- 
mſter he is , may above all things ſeek. = 
Honor and Glory. eAnd that we his Subjetts 
duly conſidering whoſe Authority he hath, may 
faithfully ſerve, honor , and humbly obey hins 
2n T hee and for Thee, according to Thy bleſſed 
Ward and Ordinance, through Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord , who with Thee and the Holy Ghoſt 
Liveth and Reigneth' ever one God , World 
without End, M EE N. 
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
